a. Your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of March 29, 2001, for records 
concerning various dossiers. Your request was received in this office on April 1 8, 2001 . 

b. Our letter of April 20, 2001, informing you that additional time was needed to review the 
records and we were unable to comply to the 20-day statutory time limit in processing your 
request. 

We have conducted checks of the automated Defense Clearance and Investigations Index and 
a search of the Investigative Records Repository to determine the existence of Army intelligence 
investigative records responsive to your request. 

We have located the enclosed records pertaining to Institute for Shipping Research Bremen, 
ZF010837W. We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with 
Executive Order (EO) 12958. As a result of our review, information has been sanitized and 13 
pages of records are denied in their entirety as the information is currently and properly 
classified CONFIDENTIAL according to Sections 1.3(a)(3), 3.4(b)(1) and 3.4(b)(6) of EO 
12958. This information is exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA pursuant 
to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(1). Fees for processing this request are waived. It is not possible to 
reasonably segregate meaningful portions of the withheld pages for release. A brief explanation 
of the applicable sections follows: 

Section 1.3(a)(3) of EO 12958 provides that information shall be classified 
CONFIDENTIAL if its unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be 
expected to cause damage to the national security. 
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Section 3.4(b)(1) of EO 12958 provides that classified information more that 25 
years old is exempt from automatic declassification if it would reveal the identity 
of a confidential human source, or reveal information about the application of an 
intelligence source or method, or reveal the identity of a human intelligence source 
when the unauthorized disclosure of that source would clearly and demonstrably 
damage the national security interests of the United States. 

Section 3.4(b)(6) of EO 12958 provides that classified information more than 
25 years old is exempt from automatic declassification if it would reveal 
information that would seriously and demonstrably impair relations between 
the United States and a foreign goverrmient, or seriously and demonstrably 
undermine ongoing diplomatic activities of the United States. 

Since the release of some of the information deleted from these records would result in an 
unwarranted invasion of the privacy rights of the individuals concerned, this information is 
exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA per Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(C). 

In addition, information has been sanitized from the records and 13 of the same pages 
withheld under (b)(1) are also denied in their entirety as the release of the information would 
reveal the identity of confidential sources and sensitive intelligence methods. This information is 
exempt from public disclosure pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(D) and (b)(7)(E) of the 
FOIA. The significant and legitimate governmental purpose to be served by withholding is that a 
viable and effective intelligence investigative capability is dependent upon protection of 
confidential sources and sensitive investigative methodologies. 

The withholding of information by this office is a paitial denial of your request. This denial is 
made on behalf of Brigadier General Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, U.S. Army 
Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army intelligence 
investigative and security records under the FOIA. You may appeal this decision to the 
Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this office. Your 
appeal must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this letter. After the 
60 day period, the case may be considered closed; however, such closure does not preclude you 
filing litigation in the courts. 

We have been informed by the Office of Naval Intelligence (ONI) that their information no 
longer warrants seciirity classification protection and that the information bracketed in black is 
exempt from public disclosure pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(D) of the FOIA. 
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The withholding of the information by the ONI constitutes a partial denial of your request. 
You have the right to appeal this decision to the ONI. Should you choose to exercise this right, 
you may appeal to the Department of the Navy, Office of Judge Advocate General (Code 34), 
Washington Navy Yard, Building 33, 1322 Patterson Avenue, S.E,, Suite 3000, Washington, DC 
20374-5066. To be considered, the appeal must be received in that office within 60 calendar 
days from the date of this letter. It is recommended that the letter of appeal and the envelope 
both bear the notation "Freedom of Information Act Appeal." 

We are continuing to review records regarding other titles you have requested and will 
respond to you by separate correspondence when our review is complete.

Requirement; the names of the two Polish freighters, 
the reason for the exchanging of the crews, any details on the descriptions 
of these freight«»rSp crew lists if possible, any refrigeration facilities, 
and if they changed ships' names. 

2. (pt 11 on ONI list} A report on each Soy -Bloc shipyard is desired. 
This report should include any unschedtiled yard work being done on Soviet 
tankers on a hurry <*up basis. It is expected that several tankers might be 
in a yard at one time, having topside alterations done. Details of alterations 
is desired. Report of any noticeable trend for more tankers than usual going 
into the shipyards. Soviets may use only their own shipyards for this work, 
but if there is a noticeable trend to take several tankers off their scheduled 
runs and put them in yards for short periods, they may use Polish or East 
German shipyards. Continuous requirement with reports to be submitted as 
obtained. Reports should indicate name of tanker, date entered or left 
yard, and work being done.
